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RECTOR OF OLD TRINITY DEAD 
The Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix Is Vic- 
tim of Heart Failure. 


‘SON OF A FAMOUS FAMILY. 


Pastor So III He Barely Survived 
f ~ Ordeal of Easter Service. 


’ 


New York, April 29.—[Special.}—The Rev. 
Dr. Morgan Dix, rector of Trinity church, 
died suddenly tonight of heart failure super- 
induced by asthma, from which he had been a 
sufferer for years. Dr. Dix had been alling 
for some weeks and was so lll when he de- 
livered his Easter sermon that he barely sur- 
vived the ordeal. 

Mrs. Dix, one son, John A. Dix, and two 
daughters, Margaret and Mrs. William H. 
Wheelock, were at his bedside when he died. 
The funeral arrangements will be announced 
tomorrow. 

Sketch of His Life. 

Dr. Dix was born in New York on Nov. 1, 
1827. He was the oldest son of John A. Dix. 
once governor, who, as secretary of the 
treasury in the cabinet of James Buchanan, 
issued.the famous order in 1860; It any one 


attempts to haul down the American flag,

Dr. Dix's early education was gained in 
Albany, where the family lived until 1842. 
Later he attended Columbia college and was 
graduated in 1848. 

From Columbia he went to the General The- 
ological] seminary, from Which he was gradu- 
ated in 1852. and was ordained deacon, in St. 
John's chapel by Bishop Chase of New Hamp- 


shire. 
: Made Priest in 1853. 


In the following year he was admitted to 
the priesthood by Bishop Alonzo Potter ‘n 
St. Mark’s church, Philadelphia, where ie 
acted as assistant for a shert time, and then 
went to Burope, where he devoted a year and 
a half to travel and study. 

On his return he was chosen an assistart 
in Trinity-ctiurch and became assistant rec- 
tor in 1889. 

On the dealli of Dr. Berrian, although he 
was much younger than some of the clergy - 
men Connected with the parish, he wis 
chosen rector of the most important parish in 
the United States.

Lewis L. Lehman Gives Up Office in Mat- 
toon Because Loss of License Money 
Prevents, Improvements. 


Mattoon} III., April.29.—[{Special,}—In ac- 
cordance with his statement made four weeks 
before the local option election, which was 
held on April 7, that he would resign if Mat- 
toon voted out its nineteen saloons, Mayor 
Lewis L. Lehman tendered his resignation 
at the meeting of the city ‘council tonight 
and it Was accepted. 

‘In his stätement Mayor Lehman took the 
stand that without the $19,000 in revenue de- 
rived from the saloon licenses the finances 
of the city would be so impaired that it would 
be impossible to carry out various public 
improvements, and, inasmuch as he had ac- 
cepted the nomination and was elected by 


an overwhelming majority a year ago on a 


platform that called for improvements, he 
believed he could not carry out the wishes 
of the people. 

After the saloons were voted out the ad- 
vocates of local option circulated petitions 
and sought in every manner to have Mayor 
Lehman reconsider and continue in office, but 
he was deaf to all entreaties. 

The retiring’ mayor is known throughout 
the state as a politician and financier. He 
was elected trustee of the University ef IIIi- 
nols two years ago and has been president 
of the First National bank of this city for 
many years. He is not friendly to saloons, 
but considered this an inopportune time for 
Mattoon to get rid of them. A special elte- 
tion will be held to choose his successor.

Of ine and Treatment of Disease 


LIS OF QUICK CURES. 


Members of Chicago Medical Society 
Divided on Its Merits.

The announcement of a new theory as to 
the cause of pneumonia and thé discovery of 
a remedy which was declared to be an in- 
fallible cure for the disease called forth 
some lively discussion at last evening’s meet- 


in of the Chicago Medical society 


H. Manning Fish, who made the an- 
nouncements, backed up his assertions with 
a detailed description of a case of acute 
pneumonia which, de declared, had been 
cured in twenty our hours by means of the 
simple method which he described. 

Practically all of the physicians who took 
part in the discussion expressed doubt as 
to the practicability of the remedy, although 
they admitted it sounded plausible. Dr. Fish. 
however, eteafastly maintained that at least 
one case had been cured immediately, and 
gave the name of another physician who 
knew the case, which he described and had 
diagnosed it as he had. 

Dr. Fieh first declared that the seat of 
trouble in pneumonia cases was not, as is 
generally supposed, in the lungs, but in the 


‘small celis in the bony framework at the 


top of the nose. The pneumococcus, or dis- 
ease germ, he said, was not harmful except 
when pent up in a cell of this sort. Then, 
he explained, it acted like an explosive, began 
to expand, and was absorbed by the blood 
and became one of the most dangerous of 
disease germs. ©

“It does not seem probable to me that the 
patient really had pneumionia. Such a rapid 
cure, in my opinion, would be impossible.“ 

Dr. J. L. Miller went so far as to sug- 
gest that Dr. Fish’s enthusiasm must have 
had its effect upon his patient and that the 
real cure not due to the treatment, but 
to Christian Science. Dr. bert B. Preble 
also was dubious of the value of the “ ex- 
periment, which, he said, was interesting, 
but. of questionable value: 

Dr. D'Orsay Hecht, however, declared that 
physicians had not attached sufficient dig- 
nity to the celle under discussion and that 
it was hie beltef that such a cure could be

Every one em- 
ployed now in state institutions holds his 
job through merit. The asylums are rapidly 
changing from custodial to curative since the 
present state board of -charitied has had 
charge of them. 

“Asylums and reformatories which for 
years were unsafe have been changed until 
they are sanitary and safe from disastrous 
fires. Immates have been made ag comfort- 
able as possible. Medical colleges, normal 
schools for attendants and nurses have been 
established, and the state has furnished the 
best of laboratories for their physicians. 
Hydrotherapeutic baths have been installed 
and attendants educated in this latest treat- 
ment for insanity. 

‘** Formerly so many insane persons were 
taken from each county, but now every per- 
gon can receive the treatment at the state 
inetitutions and no one is forced back into the 
county poorbhouses. 


Advocates State Assistance. 


Gov. Deneen said. a bill had passed the 
legislature providing for homes for the 10,000 
epllepties in the state, but far some reason 
no appropriation for the work had been 
made. He also advocated state assistance in 
the checking of consumption in I'linois, 
which he said caused the death of 8,000 per- 
sons annually. He also told of the crimizai 
class in the state, asserting the worst crim- 
mals were boys of from 21 to 24 yearg of 
age. 


Deneen’s Bill Is Ready.

Gov. Deneen’s newly prepared bill. 

Speaker Shurtleff’s bill, declared effect ual- 
ly to kill civil service. 

Asylum committee’s bill, 
pleted, but outlined as practi 
as the governor's measure. 

It is said that Speaker Shurtleff’s measure 
is intended as a severe rap at civil service, 
which was made a permanent feature of the 
present asylum’: system by Gov. Deneen. 
One clause of the bill, carefully buried 
among matter pertaining to another subject. 
practically legislates the present civil service 
commission out of existence. 


Hill Is Surprised. 


I had no idea that Gov. Deneen had pre- 
pared a bill,“ said Chairman John W. Hill 
of the investigating body when he learned of 
the governor's reported action. Of course, 
if it je a good measure and similar to the 
one being prepared by this committee, it 
will receive ovr support. All that the mem- 
bers of this committee desire is that the best 
manner of solving the asylum problem be 
adopted by the legislature.”

Pushkin, and was connected with the rising

who in 1825 objected to the elimination of 
the Csarovitch Constantine from the suc- 
cession in favor of his younger brother, Nich- 
Olas 1. 

The Decembrists Mkewise demanded 3 
constitution, to which it was understood 
the czaroviteh had committed himself, and 
such was the ignorance of the unfortunate 
soldiers who were induced to join Sergius 
Wolkonsky and his fellow nobles in the ris- 
ing against Emperor Nicholas that they 
actually believed that the constitution for 
which they were clamoring was the name 
of the beautiful . wife of Czaro- 
vitch Constantine instead of a ‘liberal form 
of government. Sergius was condemned to 
death. But the sentence was commuted to 
pena) servitude for life in Siberia. 

While his mother remained at court as 
grand mistress of the household to the em- 
press and his elder brother as minister of 
the imperial house, that is to say, occupy- 
ing one of the highest offices in the land, 
Sergius and his fellow conspirators who had 
escaped death were dispatched, heavily 
froned, and on foot to the dreadful Plago- 
datak mines in Siberia, where they were 
placed at work with ordinary convicts.

There were no less than 121 of these great 
nobiles, including representatives of the 
Mustrious houses of Narishkine, Troubet- 
skoil, Annenkoff, etc., and in almost every 
instance their wives, like Princess Sergius 
Wolkonsky, obtained permission from the 
ezar to follow their unfortunate husbands 
into the wilds of Siberia, ificing for them 
all the luxuries, the rank, and the pleasures 
of life at St. Petersburg which they might 
otherwise have continued to enjoy. For in 
Russia the political offenses of a man or a 
woman are never visited even indirectly 
upon his or her relatives, and during the 
recent war between Russia and Japan the 
officer holding one of the principal commands 
in Manchuria was Gen. Sassoulitch, aid de 
camp of the czar, and only brother of that 
Vera Sassoulitch who shot the chief of 
police, Gen. Trepoff, at St. Petersburg near 
thirty years ago, and has remained ever 
since one of the most active leaders of the 
nihilist party. 

After five years Wolkonsky's lot was al- 
leviated to the extent that his heavy man- 
acles were removed, and later on he was 
removed to a penitentiary in the neighbor- 
hood of Irkutak, eventually being permitted 
to live in a village near by with his wife, 
But it was not until afer the death of Em- 
peror Nicholas that his son, Alexander II., 
finally pardoned the surviving Decembrist 
leaders, and that they were allowed to return 
to Russia, first and foremost among them 
being Prince Sergius Wolkonsky and his de- 
voted wife, also their children, born in exile. 


— 

Prince Rudolph Lobkowitz’s death at 
Vienna serves to recall not only his brilliant 
military services, which brought to him the 
highest rewards in the gift of the emperor, 
but also his extraordinary marriage to the 
former actress who now survives him, and 
who can boast of being the widow of two 
of Emperor Francis Joseph's most famous 
commanders and foremost generals. 

Frederica Kronau by name, she was re- 
nowned for her remarkable beauty as well 
as for her turbulent temper, when she won 
the heart and hand of old Gen. Baron Leo- 
pold Edelsheim-Gyulai, who was at the 
time commanding the imperial forces in 
Hungary, and who was celebrated as the 
most famous of all the cavalry leaders of 
Austria of the nineteenth century. As there 
had been a great deal of gossip concerning 
her and the general prior to the marriage, 
and as her antecedents had been stormy, 
society at Budapest and Vienna closed its 
doors against her, while the imperial family 
declined to accord her any recognition. 

The latter the baroness was, however, de- 
termined to extort, and with this object in 
view attended with her husband the Aus- 
trian Derby, run at Vienna, and which is the 
principal sporting event there of the year. 
After the third race her husband left her side, 
and approaching the emperor, who was walk- 
ing about in the inclosure, requesting him 
to be permitted to present his wife, adding 
that he would conduct his majesty to the 
box of the baroness. for the purpose. 

— 

On the emperor manifesting some signs of 
hesitation the general, Who was a blunt and 
outspoken man, and who, moreover, was 
fully conscious at the time of his power, ex- 
claimed in quiet and grave tones, Unless 
your majesty is good enough to confer upon 
me that honor [ shall tender my resignation 
as commander in chief of the military forces 
in Hungary tonight.“ The emperor, aware 
that such a step as this would give rise to 
immense difficulties and owing to the great 
popularity of the general to probable dis- 
turbances in Hungary, yielded and accom- 
panied the baron to his box, where Mme. 
Edelsheim was presented to him in due 
form, and where he remained conversing 
with her for several minutes in view of the 
entire assembly. 

This, however, was not sufficient to satisfy 
the ambitions of the baroness. She insisted 
on being received at court at Vienna and 
on being invited to a court ball, persuading 
her husband again,to threaten the emperor 
with his resignation unless his demands on 
the subject were granted. 

‘The court ball took place, and both the 
general and his wife were present. At the 
last moment the empress refused to appear, 
delegating one of the archduchesses to rep- 
resent her. Both the empress and the arch- 
duchess showed themselves gracious to the 
Edeisheims, the archduchess restricting her 
conversation to the general while the em- 
peror spoke to the baroness. With the excep- 
tion of these interviews the baroness was left 
severely alone throughout the entire even- 
ing, not another woman, either of the im- 
perial family or of the aristocracy, taking 
the slightest notice of her presence, while 
the few men who came up to speak to her 
husband contented themselvés with a mere 
low bow on being presented to her. - 

‘rhe Edelsheims were glad when the enter- 
tainment came to à close, and the baroness 
never attempted the experiment of forcing 
herself upon the imperial court. 

Two years before the death of Edelsheim 
ne became so jealous of the attentions show- 
ered upon his then 50 year old wife by Gen. 
Prince Rudolph Lobkowitz, who was her 
age, that he insisted upon fighting a duel 
with him, receiving a severe saber wound. 
tHe died in 1800, and some time later the 
paroness was led to the altar by Prince 
Lobkowitz, who had meanwhile taken Edel- 
sheim's place as commander in chief of the 
military forces of Hungary. As there was 
no Ukelthood of the union being blessed by 
any, children, as, moreover, the lady had 
been received at the court of Vienna and was 
the widow of one of the t dignitaries of 
the empire, the Lobkowitz family, in spite of 
its being mediatised, offered no objection to 
the union, and it is therefore as a full fledged

MOVE TO,AVOID WHEAT CORNER. 


Minneapolis Grain and Milling Interests 
Will Accept No. 2 Northern of May 
and July Contracts.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Apri! 29.— [Spe- 
cial.]—Grain and milling interests of the 
chamber of commerce have practically 
agreed to avoid congestion in the delivery 
of wheat on May contract by holders accept- 
ing a lower grade than the contract calis 
for. The Consolidated Milling company 
posted a notice on change today that it would 
accept No. 2 northern wheat on its 1908 May 
and July contracts at a reasonable discount. 
It is expected other milling companies wil! 
fall into line. 

This is an extraordinary move, but one 
made necessary by the exigency of the supply 
position inthenorthwest. It is really a move 
to prevent any unhealthy development in op- 
tions that might lead to a speculative corner. 
Spring wheat stocks are scarce and, with 
even normal milling and export demand, sup- 
plies can be reduced to small proportions be- 
fore the new crop becomes available. 

Efforts to reach agreement have been 
going forward since last Saturday. The at- 
titude of outside mills, that draw supplies 
freely from Minneapolis, was a determining 
factor. From notices received by John J. 


merce, mills outside the city are favorable 
to the change. The Northwestern Consolj- 
dated Milling company was the first to have 
its agreement posted and was followed by the 
Sheffield-King company, Eagle Roller Mill, 
Seymour Carter, Everett Aughenbaugh, 
Hubbard Milling company, and Bay State 
Milling company.
